son to.congratulate herself not only in 
getting out of it so well but in getting 
out of it In a way Which, by dint of 
management, can -be turned' into a tri- 
umph. Better immeasurably for China 
to agree to the dictation of the allies 
and give her obligation to pay the four 
hundred and fifty millions. Had she 
refused, her dismemberment would have 
been certain and speedy. By acquiesc- 
ing she has taken away the excuse 'the 
allies "had for holding onto her terri- 
tory. Now they are bound to honor to 
get out, and that means largely the 
continuing of autonomy; and if her au- 
tonomy is continued to her,, in the end 
China will rise. That the empire Is now 
to be developed on new and progress- 
ive lines is generally conceded. Taught 
by bitter experience her statesmen will 
now introduce modern improvements 
and make herself powerful. Little by- 
little, in less than half a century, per- 
haps, 
-the 
unwieldy, double-Jointed 


giant now floundering; in the ditch -will 
be on her. legs on solid ground, and then 
the nations will hear from her. .What 
China' has to apprehend Just now Is an 
attempt to fetter and baffle her in an 
efficient military organization—aucb as 
the destruction of her forts, the prohlbt- 
tion on military supplies and kindred 
features. The discussion of such facts, 
with the various treaty readjustments 
anticipated, are now Just ahead, and 
will add to the embarrassments of her 
statesmen, but with autonomy secured 
she will come out right. 


AIT this does not mean that Chinese 


autonomy is a desire of all the nations 
that are now dealing with her. Neither 
Russia nor France are satisfied to see 
her exist -in independence. And we are 
not convinced that at heart the Kaiser 
is much better. It la "the best thing 
to do" just now diplomatically to ex- 
press a desire for the integrity of Chi- 
na. But for the United States, England 
and Japan there would be no such talk. 
Bat for these three powers China would 
have been on the chopping- block before 
this. 


It remains for us now to watch the 


moves on the international chessboard. 
Stirring times are ahead.

arvest. Both, it is clear, must benefit 
y the development of China, for which 
oth are no.w striving1. 
"Again, Japan' has a population of 
bout 45.000,000, with manifold needs. 
America can supply them. The United 
tates have a still larger population, 


with many needs that Japan can, per- 


aps, supply. Each country, therefore, 
ffers to the other an extensive field for 
jade development. We have much that 


e can sell to America; you have much 
hat we want to buy. It Is for these 
easons that we have been able to watch 
•ithout feelings of envy or Jealousy the 


marvelous growth of your country. We 


ave felt, also, that Japan Is a young 
atlon, that the transformation accom- 
illshed within the last few years has 
given us a new birth among the peo- 


of the world. We start fairly with 


he United States, then, In 'this friendly 
rivalry for the trade of the Pacific. 


"The 
Japanese are greatly In favor of 


American products and Ideas. We want 
the latest mechanical devices, the most 
advanced theories and principles of In- 
dustry and manufacture, and we feel 
that* we can get them from America. 
This was not true a few years ago, 
when the United States were not so 
far advanced as they are today, and 
Japan looked. mainly to Europe for 
western ideas and western trade. Wfi 
have now begun to look across the Pa- 
cific. 


"The 
United States have recently ta- 


ken important steps toward the devel- 
opment of commerce In the Pacific. I 
refer principally to the acquisition of 
Hawaii and the* Philippines. The con- 
duct of the Americans in China and the 
general attitude of the American Gov- 
ernment and people will also, no doubt, 
have fruitful results when the Chinese 
empire Is finally opened to the com- 
merce and trade of the world. But the 
result in the Philippines and In Hawaii 
will, of course, be seen sooner and%iH 
be felt more directly.

Despite 
the smooth words of the -diplomats 
such occurrences are .usual'•.wherever 
German and American. soldiers • and 
sailors meet and they have 'been 'so 
ever since the Brazilian emeute in 1893, 
when the United States, contrary tp the 
German policy, threw its influence on 
the side of the republic.-. Nothing se- 
rious happened, however, untfl- 1898, 
wnen Admiral Dledetlens showed ..his 
Hostility to Admiral Dewey, and but for 
the tatter's stern attitude and the hint 
of Captain Cblcbester of Jt'3J[. &, Ter- 
rible that, to the event of German int«v 
ference he should take .orders from the 
American flagship, there might •. have 
been the beginning-of a great war! 
The situation as it stands does not 


grow out of an American dislike of 
Sermans or Germany, for'there Is none; 
but of imperialist German' dislike of 
the United States as a commercial rival 
and of a spirit of defiance, against the 
Ifonroe doctrine. Theie, are • also, rea- 
sons which relate to the. Kaiser's natur- 
al dislike of republics and to • the effect 
which this particular republic -has .had 
upon the domestic politics of'the Ger- 
man empire by absorbing and bettering partn 
the estate of so many millions of Ger-: flred. 
man subjects. All these things irritate 
the Kaiser and account, not only for 
he attitude towards Americans Of Ger- 
man military and naval men but for- the 
prodigious energy which is being 1m- 
jarted to the naval preparations of -the 
empire.

unless the United States can be crush- 
ed it will control the trade of the world;

ty cents. The season does not make 
any, difference materially with eggs 
here, as they usually have little chance 
to {urn before they are used. 


The most of the eggs that have been 


imported from the Mainland came from 
California, but Kansas eggs have been 
introduced here, and the finest Indiana 
eggs might also do well here. The im- 
ported eggs go mostly to the restaur- 
ants, but the larger American retail 
groceries, of which we have several 
magnificent establishments, are using 
them, somewhat now. 


Jijggs.here ate mostly small, the hens 


not ^seeming to thrive for some reason, 
and, on that account I ventured soon 
after, coming to the Islands to bring 
down some samples of gbod butter and 
eggs. The invoice, called for about $100, 
but the freight was about $20: the cus- 
tom house demanded a bond on account 
of some red tape not complied, with. I 
handled through one of tbe largest gro- 
cers in the city, who got me thirty and 
thirty-five cents for the eggs and about 
the. same price for Elgin butter, some 
bringing forty-five and even fifty cents, 
but when the stnff was about sold. I 
received a penal summons from 
the 


.District Court to show cause why I 
should .not be fined not to exdeed $100 
for the heinous offense of having a lit- 
tle American enterprise. Notwithstand- 
ing I had conferred with the Chief Jus- 
tice and he had looked up the prece- 
dents for me, I had the option of either 
paying a fine of not less than $50 or 
taking out a "merchandise" license 
which cost $50 and stamps In order to 
sell $100 worth of goods. Of course, I 
took out th* license, and, in addition, 
I had to contribute about $15 to the 
public treasury for the violation of the 
revenue latv. 
I was told there-'was 


question about the act being a viola- 
tion and it would be reversed on appeal. 
Inasmuch as the local firm that was 
handling my roods paid a license to the 


little the best here. But there Is n» 
new pasture. The pasture Is. In about 
tbe same condition the year around. 
There Is no bracing and restful winter 
for the cattle; the milk la.not up to 
Mainland standard and the cream and- 
butter- are consequently inferior. The 
butter lacks body, seems to be half 
water, and one pound of it will not last 
as long as half or three-quarters of a 
pound of California butter, which, in 
my. opinion, is far below the Elgin ar- 
ticle in all trade essentials. The "island 
butter," as It is called, is sweet, beauti- 
fully fresh, and brings sixty cents a 
pound year In and year out. California 
Tolls or pound squares bring forty-five 
cent* per pound -(indicated weight). 
New Zealand butter, the nearest ap- 
proach to Elgin that we have had here, 
brings about forty cents, sometimes 
oniy thirty-five cents: Ills my opinion

condition as the best that is deliv- 
ered to the London" market. Of course, 
conditions must be carefully studied. 
The market Is limited, there being but 
45,000 people in Honolulu, and the out- 
side market is not as yet largely sup- 
plied with anything but Island .butter, ' 
but Elgin creamery concerns and 
Kansas egg dealers have overcome 
worse obstacles than are facing the 
entrance of these good things into the 
land where, since annexation and the 
overthrow at the polls last November 
of the "family compact," there Is a 
chance. They have hitherto kept out 
all drummers under pain of paying a 
$1,000 license or fine Instead and dis- 
couraged small dealers by a merchan- 
dise license system whereby the legiti- 
mate business of small storekeeping 
was taken from the American and giv- 
en to Chinese and -Japanese who could 
afford to pay the high license on their 
small income on account of their small 
expense for living. -The drummer's li- 
cense went with the Hawaiian flag, 
but ihe merchandise license: was only 
killed a few weeks ago by the courts. 
This precious crowd of missionaries' 
sons have,' since the accession of Ka- 
tekana (who gave us Pearl Harbor in 
exchange for protecting their sugar 
trust) held sway both politically and 
commercially for thirty years, success- 
fully'keeping out all competition by the 
most highly developed system of freez- 
ing out that Yankee brains ever devis- 
ed. They are still fighting bona flde 
American immigration, preferring ig- 
norant Porto Ricans and the lowest 
class of negroes, a class that will not 
trouble them by acquiring small land 
holdings, to the sturdy pioneer Ameri- 
can farmer, with his family, who has 
settled up the great west, asxd who 
will be required here in large numbers 
ere long, and who will be able to find 
plenty of landf to cultivate as soon as 
the big corporation leases on public 
lands begin to expire. Congress nas 
declared that these lands must not be 
released to the sugar corporations, but 
must be held for small farmers, and 
the governor, having sent a special 
agent to Washington at territorial ex- 
pense to lobby for the repeal of that 
clause, has now to face a joint reso- 
lution from the Legislature addressed 
to President McKiriley, asking for his 
removal. At any rate the fight is likely 
to be on in the next Congress, and it 
will pay Americans who want to move 
this way to watch congressional pro- 
ceedings on Hawaiian land matters. 
This is the easiest country on earth 
(that is as well civilized and improved 
as our western states) to earn a living. 
The soil is rich; one can work the 
•whole year around. We used to sup- 
ply flour grown from Hawaiian wheat 
to California when that country was 
first opened up; coal la as cheap as at 
San Francisco; we are on the line of 
all the trans-Paciflc routes. American 
schools were brought here by the mis- 
sionaries in 1820. Hawaiian school ex- 
hibit at Paris received a grand prize. 
There has been an established govern- 
ment under the rule of a single mon- 
arch extending over our entire sea- 
coast of 1,200 miles for over 100 years, 
and a parliamentary and constitutional 
government for over sixty years. Some 
of the mercantile houses of this city 
are now in their fiftieth year of con- 
tinuous business, and dozens of our 
corporations are capitalized at over 
$500,000, some even as high as $10,000,000. 
We have several modest skyscrapers, 
two street railway systems, a govern- 
ment and a private electric light sys- 
tem, one of the prettiest opera bouses 
on tbe Pacific -coast, a wealthy and 
dressy and equally cultured social 
class, many of whom have traveled ex- 
tensively and all of whom are excep- 
tionally liberal In the support of high 
art in music, painting or theatrical at- 
tractions for a city of about 45,000 peo- 
ple. There is more wealth per capita 
in Hawaii than in any other country 
In the world, notwithstanding the enor- 
mous population of Asiatics, and life in 
such a country runs smoother than it 
does in a place where a great majority 
feel the pinch of poverty or where ev- 
eryone is trying to make money so fast 
that you have to dodge the bill collec- 
tor.

establish in Honolulu. The property, 
which was recently bought as a site 
for the proposed Single Men's Hotel, 
Is an improved estate with a fine resi- 
dence upon the same. As a former res- 
idence It was considered one of the best 
to old Honolulu, and for this reason its 
homelike appearance makes It especial- 
ly adapted'for the uses to which the 
Salvation Army will dedicate It. Know- 
ing the interest which the people of 
Honolulu generally have, taken In the 
starting ot tbe Salvation Army Home 
for Women, an Advertiser reporter call- 
ed upon the newly arrived officers, En- 
sign Battle Larrabee and Lieut. Lilla 
Tyrholm, to obtain some further par- 
ticulars of the new departure. 


Tbe Ensign, who will have charge of 


the operation, fa a pleasant-faced, earn- 
est woman, evidently to love-with her 
work, and full of deep sympathy for all 
classes *jf women to need of help. She

of Auburn. Maine. Originally » mem-
